ment of an unhappy People ; who 
when irritated to the higheft Degree, 
by a Continuation of the fame Mifcar- 


riages, may perhaps in the Heat of a G 


more malevolent Profecution, not fuf-

Thofe, therefore, among your 
Lordthips, that think .him heneft but 


miftaken, muft willingly sgree to a,

tereft, will continue faithful while they 
can hope for Recompenie ; but may, 
perhaps, be willing to buy their own 
Security by facriticing their Maiter, 
when they fhall fee no farther Prof- 
pect of Advantage from ferving him, 
or any other Method of efcaping Pu- 
nifhment. 
Bur, my Lords, all muft allow th’s

tional Affairs, and of the Hands by 
which they are adminiftred. What 
Anfwer he will receive is well known 
to moft of your Lordfhips. Let him not 
be fatisfied with a fingie Suffrage, let 
him repeat the Queftion to ten Thou- 
fand Perfons, different in their Ages, 
their Conditions, and religious Opi- 
nions, in every thing that produces 
Contrariety of Difpofitions and Affec- 
tions, he will yet find them unanimous 
in complaining of public Mifcondud, 
and in cenfuring one Gentleman as the 
Author of it. 

Let us not imagine, my Lords, that 


the Envious, whether it is in Excep- 
tion toallthe Maxims of Government, 
the fir Diflike of an Adminiftration 
that ever overfpread a Nation with- 
out juft Reafons, deferves: to be en- 
quired into. 

In this Enquiry, my Lords, it will 
be neceflary to confider not only the 
State of domeftic Affairs, Increafe or 
Diminution of our Debts, the Security 
or Violation of our Liberties, the 
Freedom or Dependence of our Se- 
nates, and the Profperity or Declen- 
fion of our Trade, but to examine the 
State of this Nation, with Regard to 
foreign Powers; to enquire, whether 
we are equally feared and equally 
trufted now as in former Adminiftra- 
tions; whether our Alliances have 
contributed to fecure us’ from our in-’ 
veterate and habitual Enemies, or to 
expofe us to them ; whether the 
Balance of Europe be itill in our 
Hands ; and whether, during this 
long Interval of Peace, our Power has 


thefe Accufations and Murmurs are E increafed in the fame Proportion with 


confined to the loweft Clafs of the Peo- 
ple, to Men whofe conftant Attention 
to more immediate Diiftreffes, hinder 
them from making Excurfions beyond 
their own Employments. For tho’ 
perhaps it might be made evident from 
the Accounts of paft ‘Times, that no 
eneral Difati-faétion, even among

oppofe with inceffant Diligence every 
Attempt to increa‘e their Force, or ex- 
tend their Influence, and to check their 
Congueits, obftruét their Alliances, 
and foreftal their Trade. 

For this great End it has been

For this Find 
we enter’'d -into a long War, of 
which we ftill languifh under the 
Confequences, {quande:’d the Lives of 
our Countrymen and mortgaged the 
For fail- 


Poffeffions of our Potterity. 
ing im the Profecution of this Pur- 
poie, for leaving Béef:fu too formi- 
dable, and negleéting the Interefts of E 


the Emperor, was the Treaty of 
Ultralite cenfur’d, and the Authors of 
it profecuted by the prefent Minifter ; 
bot how much he has improved the 
Errors of his Predeceffors to his own 
Advantage, how diligent he has been 
to rectify the Mifcarriages of their 
Condak, and fupply the Defect, I 
fhall endeavour to explain. 

It is well known, my Lords, that 
during the Regency of the Duke of 
Olreans, we had nothing to appre- 
hend from Biefufeudian Machinati- 
ons; his Intereit, a Tye which that 
Nation is feldom found to break, held 
him fteady to his Engagements with 
us 3 nor is it lefs known how much 
he diftrufted Jberia, and how little by 
Confequence he favoured her. We 
had at that Time no Neceflity of 
anxioufly attending to every Whifper 
of the Blefiz/cudian Court, which was 
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fufficiently engaged in regulating their 
domeftick Affairs, and repairing the 
Ruins of a deftructive War; but, my 
Lords, we ought to obferve, that it 
had been happy for us had our Mi- 
nifter labour’d with equal Addrefs at 
the fame Employment. 

After the Death of this Duke, 
the Affairs of Blefujcu were reftored te 
their former Situation, her old Schemes 
were revived, her ancient Alliances 
cultivated, and her general Interef 
perfued. Jberia was again confider'd 
as the Power which had the fame 
Views with her, and which could 
never rival, but might always aflift 
her. 


This Alliance, my Lords, was in- | 


tended to have been unalterably con- 
firmed by a Marriage, but as no hu- 
man Policy can form Meafures cer- 
tain of Succefs, an irreconcileable Ha- 
tred was nearly produced by the 
Meafures intended to confirm a fettled 
and indiffoluble Friendfhip. The /z- 
fanta was fent back afier her Arrival 
in Blefufeu, an Affront which no Na- 
tion would foon have forgot, but 
which the general Charaéter and ha- 
bitual Sentiments of the Jberians incli- 
ned them to refent beyond any other 
People.

been improv’d with the utmoft Care, 
by which Iberia and Blefufcu might 
poffibly have been difunited for Ages, 
and Lilliput have gained fuch Ad- 
vantages as would have made her the 
fole Arbitrefs of Degulia. 

The Jberians were not deficient on 
their Side, nor did they negleé te 
court our Friendfhip, but gave us the 
higheft Proof of their Confidence by. 
offering us the fole Mediation of 
their Differences with the Emperor of

Alliance with his Imperial Majetty. 
This, my Lords, was the famous 
Treaty of Vinena, the Source of fo 
many Projeéts and Expedients, of fo 
much Terror and Solrcitude, of fuch 
immenfe Expences and perplexed Ne- 
gotiations. This Treaty, a Paper in- 
nocent and well-meaning, which re- 
lated only to the contracting Parties, 
kept for {ome Time: this Nation in A- 


larms, in Apprehenfions of Confpira- - 


cies and Expeétations of Invafions. 

To this Treaty, had we fingly re- 
garded our own Affairs, without ap- 
plying to Blefufeu for Inftruftions, we 
ought to have acceded, by which we 
fhould have divided the Intereft of the 
Houle of Buor-bon, broken the Com- 


Grablitra, and without Mercy debar us 
for ever ftom our Trade both in Iberia 
and in the Weftern Jdnies. This his 
late Majefly was advifed to aflert in 
his Speech from the Throne, which I 
defire may be read.

Thus the Bhefufeudians gained our 
Confidence, and raifed in us a Diftruft 
of both the Powers with whom it was 
our Intereft to be united, but the Al- 
liance of the Emperor of A/lemannu 
with Iberia made them fill unealy;

more to make our Credulity inftru- 
mental in procuring a Reconciliation 
between them and the Jberians. 

To effe& this, they kindly gave us

Means improper, nor could we, after 
the Errors which had been committed, 
do any Thing‘ more eff:tual to pre- 
ferve the Balance of Europe, and re- 
eftablifh our Credit.

Blefufeu, and fo ardent our Defire of p 


diverting Jberia from fetting the Pre- 
tender upon the ‘Throne of Lil/iput, 
that we complied at all Events, with- 
out any Profpect or Promife of Advan- 
tage. 

Thus were the Jberians, by being 


perfuaded to make this Demand, and E 


we, by granting it, brought equally 
to ill Terms with the Emperor of 4/- 
lemannu ; and Blefufcun was, by pro- 
curing fuch agreeable Conditions to 
the Jberians, again confider’d as their 
moft ufeful Ally. 

That Nation, my Lords, is in a 
very unhappy State, whch is reduc’d 
to admit fuch Terms as Mediators are 
® pleafed to prefcribe. We durft not 
relufe the Introduction of Iberian 


Troops, nor durft we introduce them _ 
without the Emperor of A//emannu’s G finlaus, declared War upon Al/eman- 


Confent, which, however, he grant- 
ed at an eafy Rate, for he demanded 
only that we fhould become Guarran- 
tees of the Pragmatic San@ion. This 
we gladly agreed to, and thought our- 


my Lords, and by what Means, it is 
unneceffary to relate; but it may not 
be improper to remark, that whatever 
Caufe we may have to congratulate 
ourfelves upon the Choice, it dees 
not appear that we had any Part 
in promoting it. Nay, as it is not 
common for Minifters to keep the 
beft Part of their Conduét fecret, there 
is Reafon for fufpecting that they were 
not altogether without Foundation re- 
ported to have favoured Biefufeu: 
The Emperor of A//emannu, fenfible 
of his own Intereit, promoted the E- 
le&tion with Vigour and Refolution, 
roportion’d to the Greatnefs of the 
anger that might have arifen from 
neglecting it. By this Conduct he 


p drew upon himielf the Refentment of 


the Blefufcudians, who had now a Pre- 
tence for taking Meafures which 
might effectually reunite them to Jbe+ 
ria,and as the Event fhewed, alienate 
us from the Emperor, and therefore, 
in Vindication of the Claim of Sta- 


nu, in Conjunétion with Jberia. 

Now, my Lords, the Emperor 
learned to fet the true Value upon his 
Alliance with Li/fiput, and all Degu- _ 
Ka had an Opportunity of remarking 


felves fo happy in purchafing fo gy our Spirit, our Power, and our Vigi- 


cheaply an Opportunity of ingra- 
tiating eurfelves with Jberia, that 
we defired no other Recompentfe.

Thus, my Lords, whether by Ne- 
gligence, Ignorance, Cowardice, or 
‘Treachery, it is not eafy to determine, 
we were made the Inftruments of the 
Blefufcudian Policy. Thus was that p 
Power enabled by our Afliftance to re- 
trieve all that the had loft by the ill 
Succefs of her Arms, and by her inde- 
cent and .contemptuous Treatment of 
lberia. ‘Thus was the Allemaunuan 
Emperor difpirited and weaken’d; thus 
yrete we deprived at once of our Allies © 
and our Reputation. 

Our Lofs of Reputation, the grea- 
teft Lofs that bad Meafures ¢an bring 
upon a Nation, is made evident he- 
yond Controyerfy by the Infolence 
with which the Jberiazs have treated g 
us while we were flattering, enriching, 
and fapparting them. While. we were 
fitting out Squadrons to convey their 
Prinees to Jé/afcu, and increafing their 
Dominions at our own Expence, they 
feem to have confidered our good Of- 
fices, not as the Benefits of Friends, S 
but the Drudgery of Slaves, and there-- 
fore covld-fearcely refrain from Infults 
while they employed us, at leaft when 
they no longer wanted our immediate 
Affiftance. ‘Fhey renewed their Con- 


tempt and cruelty, their Robberies H fend out our Fleets, and make an Ap 


and Oppreflions, they prefcribed Laws 
to our Navigation, and laid Ciaim to 
our Colon:ss.

R 
elties daily arrived, the Nation waslm of 
enraged and the Senate itfelf alarmed, Myc 
and our Minifters at length, awakened I of 
rom their Tranquillity, fent Ordep i te 
to the Envoy at the Jéerian Court to ga 
expedite an Accommodation; thee m 
Dire&tions were immediately obeyed, MR ri. 
and produced the celebrated Con.

What was given up or what wai th:

their Voice is at leaft the Voice of 
Honelty, and has been termed the 


Voice of Heaven by that Party of 
which thofe affect to be thought 


whom it now condemns. 
Letit not be urged, that the People 


are eafily deceived, that they think E 


and fpeak mereiy by Caprice, and ap- 
plaud or condemn without any calm 
Enquiry or fettled Determination ; 
thefe Cenfures are applicable only to 
iydden Tumults, and Gutts of Zeal 
excited by fallacious Appearances,or by 
the Alarms of a falfe Report induftri- 
auily diffleminated, but have no Re- 
lation to Opinions gradually propagat- 
ed, and flowly received. 

If the Credulity of the People ex- 
pofes them to fo eafy an Admiffion of 
every Report, why have the Writers 
for the Minifter found fo little Credit ? 
Why have a'l the loud Declamations 
and the laboured Arguments, the art- 
ful Infinuations, and pofitive Afferti- 
ons which have been for many Years 
circulated round the Nation, at the 
Expence of the Government,produced 
ne Effe& upon the People, nor con- 
vinc’d any Man who was not appa- 


Ridicule, and influence the Nation to 
believe them the only Patrons of their 
Commerce and Liberty, in Oppofition 
to allthe Writers and Voters for the 
Miniftry? 

If we confult Hiftory, my Lords, 
how feldom do we find an innocent 
Minifter overwhelmed with Infamy ? 
InnocentMen have fometimes been de- 
ftroyed by the hafty Fury, but fearce- 
ly ever by the fettled Hatred of the 
Populace.

Dificuities he met with in maintaining it. 
Now, if fuch a Condué was right, where 
fuch mighty Hazards were to be run, it 
mutt be as reafonable, and at the fame 
Tine much more practicable in Cafes lefs 
confiderabie. 

Befides tho’ every Defeat, every Ree 
pulfe, be in fome Senfe a Misfortune, yet 
in its Confequences it may prove advan- 
tageous.. Strada has an excellent Maxim 


on this Head, Magiffer eft hediernus, he- G equitable nor 


flernus Error ; The Miftake of to Day is 
the Preceptor of To. morrow. 

In the Opening of the laft great War 
in Europe, Things took a ftrong Turn in 
favour of the French; and nothing but 
the Virtue and Steadinefs of the Powers 
compofing the Grand llliance, could 
have prevented its breaking to Pieces, al- 
moft as foon as it was form’d, On the 
Side of Flanders, the Defection of the E- 
leGtor of Bavaria gave the French more 
than they could have gained by many Vie 


F 


worft Confequences imaginable on the 
Minds of fuch as are empluyed in the Sere 
vice; it damps their Curage, and it 
confounds their Judgments. When Men 
find that difcharging their Duty, and 
that too in very dificnle ConjunQures, is 
not fafficient to entitle them to the Fa- 
vour of their Countrymen, they will ei- 
ther grow cool and languid, or refties 
and uneafy. To carefs People whilethey 
are fuccefsful, is natural and juft ; but ro 
detraé either from their Condu& or Cou- 
rage, merely for not doing what they 
would willingly haye done, is neither 
umane. A pe or Dif- 

appointment is Trouble and Grievance 
enough to thofe who endure it, without 
any needlefs Additions ; and the Mortifie 
cation of failing in a Defign they had fet 
their Hearts on, will in the Eyes of 
otoun’ People appear an Affli@tion 
eferying Comfort, rather, than an Acci- 
dent which ought to provoke caufelefs 
Cenfures, or Refle@ion without Grounds, 
fuch as expofe their Lives to revenge the 
Wrongs, or to protegt the Rights oi their 
Fellow-SubjeQs, are certainly — of 
ter 
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better Ufage; and if their Labours and 
Fatigues do not procure them all the Ad- 
vantages they may expect abroad, yet 
oughr they at leaft to entitle them to 
Good-wiil at home. 


I will conclude by putting the Reader A 


in mind, that as in War there is a conti- 
nual Rotation of Things, fo unlucky Ac- 
cidents have fometimes fortunate Confe- 
quences, I remember a conjundé Expe- 
dition in the late Queen’s Time, wherein 
the Fieet was commanded by Rooke, and 
the Forces.on board by Ormond. The 
Defign of the Expedition was the Ta- 
king ,of Cadiz, in which we were dif- 
appoi.ted, tho’ the Troops plundered 
fw St Mary; but before we had well 
‘bteath’d upon that bad News, came Ad- 
vibe of our taking and burning the Gal- 
leons at Vigo, which was one ot the moft 

lorious Succefles during the War. 

nows whether Providence may not have 
in. Store for us fome unexpected Biefling 
of the like’ Nature? Whether it be or be 
not fo, it is at leait our Duty not to pro- 
voke a Continuance of Mistortunes by our 
untimely and unjuft Impatience. We 
may, aad we ought cto govern ourfelves, 
but as to the Univerfe, it is ruled by un- 
erring Laws, of which Seneca tells us, 


this ig the F.rit, That they are not altera- 
ble by Men ; fo that to diflike them is im- 
pious in re(pe& to him whofe Laws they 
are, and rooiifh in regard to ourfelves, 
who after all our Grambling niuit fub- 
mit, and therefore might with better ¢ 
Grace have acquiefe’d without ir.

thing to do with them ; it Jay upon Crom 
well, Thurloe, and Milcon, to affiga the 
mutt {pecious, and to drefsthem out to 
the utmoft Advantage. As nobody pre- 
tends to detract from their Capacities, we 
may very — account for their pubiith- 
ing very plaufible Pretexts to the World; 
but they did not even think fir to do this in 
a proper Way, but fuffered the Spanish Mie 
nifter to remain at Court, and flatter’d 
him with fair Promifes, while they were 
providing tor the Execution of their Pro- 
jects. A Proceeding conformable enough 
to the reft of Cromwmell’s Conduét, . but

Thefe Things being confidered, I may 
have Leave to exprefs my Difapproba- 
tion, tho’ not my Wonder, that the 
Times under the Ufurpation of Cromwell 
fhould be reprefented as Times to be en- 
vied now.

France from engaging in the Quarrel,than 
have excited them to it; fince it would 
not have been in their Power to have re- 

eved the Svaniards, and might provoke 
us to attack {ome of their American Sete 
tlements in the fame Manner. 

But whatever Eff:& this Difaffer may 
have upon the French, or any other Na- 
tion, | hope it will produce no mean one 
amongit ourfelves ; but, inftead of intimi- 
dating and forcing us to accept of difho- 
nourable Terms, will add new Vigour to 
eur Counfels, and more Difpatch in the 
Exccution ot them. 

But fome Perjons feem to flatter theme 
felves that the People will foon grow 
weary of the Expences neceflary to carry 
on the War, and cry out for Peace upon 
any Terms, in order to eafe the prefent 
Load of galling Taxes. Their Burthen, 
God knows, lath been very grievous, not 
only fince rhe War began, but during a 
long Courfe of Peace, or rather a fort of 
political Purgatory between Peace and 
War. 
Negotiations, Treaties, Conventions, ex- 
traordinary Subfidics to foreign Princes, 
and other temporary Expedients, ever fince 
the pernicious Treaty of Hanover to the

engaged in it, at a vaft Expence, and are 
amply provided with every Thing necef-

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redoubled Vigour and Refolution ; till, by 
the Blefling of God upon our Arms, we 
compel the Enemy to juft and reafonable 
Conditions. 

Taking it, therefcre, for granted tha 
the War is to be continued, till the Ene. 
my, thinks fit to offer us full Reparation 
for all or paff Loffes, and fome effedual 
Security for the jree Exercife of our jaf 
Rights to Trade in the Weft-Indies ; the 
following Particulars may be worthy of 
our prefent Confideration. 

It hath been the Cuftom of all wife Na 
tions, in Times of War, or any other Di. 
ftrefs, to luck into the Management of 
their publick Affairs, and to make ail the 
Savings they poflibly can, towards the Sup. 
port of the common Caufe. It hath been ff 
ufual, upon thefe Occafions, to fupprefs j 
all unneceffary Places, and to reduce the 
Salaries of othe:s to a moderate Price, j 
Nothing can be more juft and equitable 
than both thefe Methods; for why fhould j 
fome Men fatten upon rich Sinecures of | 
State, whilft the Veins of the Nation are 
costinually drained, and almoft exhaufted 
by a Multiplicy of Blood- fucking Taxes ? 

There are many Gentlemen, no-doubt, 
who will chearfally part with their ufe- 
lefs Places, or accept of much lefs Salaries; § 
efpecially thofe, who have already raifed 
large Eftates upon them. I could men 
tion one noble Family, in particular, who 
could eafily {pare forty or fifty thoufand 
Pounds a Year out of their Employments 
E for the publick Ufe, in Time of Need; 

and I dare anfwer for the Court-Let-

CHARITY and tender Regard for the 

Poor are fo juftly celebrated by the

Another confiderable Saving might be 
made, by a ftri& Exquiry into the Frands, § 
Corruptions, and Abufes of publick Offices, 
which have Icng ftood in Need of a the 
rough Cleanfing.

* tion be eftablifh’d by the Legi/laturt,

“« fions, and the Pretences for granting 
« ‘them, and, indeed, into every Part of 
“ the Expence of the Civil Lift, except 
“ his Majefty’s Privy Purfe; and lay this 
“ Enquiry before the Parliament, in the 
« fucceeding Seilion; and under what 
“ Heads they conceive there may be a 
“ Regulation of the Expence.” 

Such an Enguiry and Regulation as this, 
undertaken in good Earnett, and properly 
carry’d on, without Favour or Affeétion, 
would make a Reduétion in the Expences 
of the Civil Lif, fufficient to enable his 
Majefty to fet afide a confiderable Part of 
that liberal Grant, for the Service of the 
War, in Imitation of that glorious Exe 
ample fet by his Predeceffor Queen Anne; 
which, notwith{tanding fome Mifcarriages 
of her Reign, hath endear’d her Memory 
to all good Englifhmen, and wi!l deliver 
her Name down with Honour to Pofte. 
rity.— Whereas we are-told that his Mae 
jelly is fo far from being in a Condition, 
at prefent, to indulge his natural Bene- 
ficence and Tendernefs for his People, 
that the Civil Lif is lately run very much 
in Debt, large as it is beyond all former 
Precedents, and that the Parliament will 
foon be asked to fuppiy the Deficiency. 
This will therefore be a proper Time for 
making an Enquiry into the Reafons of E 
it; and if ic fhould appear that any Part 
of this Treafure hath been applyed to cree 
ate an undue Influencein Parliament, for 
the Support of a ingle Minifter, or for any o- 
ther unwarraut able Purpofes,it is to be hoped 
that oxr new Reprefentatives will call the 
Axthors of fach lavifh Difiipations to a fe- 
vere Account, and exert their utmoft En- 
deavours to prevent them for the future. 

Another Article, which would fave the 
Nation a great deal of Money, is an En- 
quiry into the late Management and pre- 
fent State of what is commonly call’d 
CROWN-TIMBER ; though it may be 
more properly call’d Pu BLick TIMBER, G 
or NATIONAL TimBeR; fince the 
People are now at the fole Charge of 
building and repairing our Navy. 

This was thought a Point ot fo much 
Confequence, in the immortal Reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, that Orders were fre- 
guently iffued from her Council, for the 
Prefervation of it ; and the not only re- 
ligioufly apply’d it for the Ufe of her 
Fleet, but fold as much as could be con- 
veni¢ntly fpared, for buying naval Stores, 
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by which a double Charge was faved to 
the Nation. 

Inthe Year 1728, a Motion was made, 
in the Houfe of Commons, for an Account 
of what Grants had been made of Crown- 
Timber, from the Year i715, to Fune 
1719; upon which a Negative was then 
put, But as we are now engaged in an 
expenfive Sea-War, it is earnefiiy wifh’d 
by ali fincere Lovers of their Ccuntry, 
that due Care will be taken to preferve 
the Growth of our Ship Timber, the fine 
qua non of our maritime Power; and’ that 
it will be faithfully apply’d, for the future, 
to its proper Ule, inftead of being wafted 
in. lavifh Grants, and thereby laying the 
Nation under a Neceffizty of buying other 
and much worfe Timber, at an exorbitant 
Price. 

In fhort, nothing can fiapport us, in our 
prefent Circumftances, but the flricett 
Occonomy and Frugality in al! che Branches 
of Government ; particularly in buying 
up Stores, Provifions, and Ammunition, 
with the moft rigid Enquiries into the Bare 
gains made with the Contraéfors, and the 
Management of all Perfons concern’d in our 
publick Affairs, both Abroad and at 
Home.

oever prefumes to receive it wi 
any other View, profanes it, and may be 
faid to feck his Preferment in this World, 
by eating and drinking to his own Dam- 
nation in the next. 

Ie is very furprifing, to hear the Mee 
rit of the Diffenters fo highly extoll’d and 
magnified within thefe Walls; for who 
is he among us, who caanot tell of fome 
Anceftor either fequeftered or murthered 
by them ? ’Tis notorioufly known that 
they brought the Royal Martyr to the 
Block: But to extenuate that Guilt in Fa- 
vour of the Presbyterians, it feems to be 
infinuated by a very learned * Lord, chat 
they perform’d good Offices at laft, and 
were Inftruments in the Reforation. 
What Offices ? What Inftruments? Upon 
what Terms did they refort to the King? 
Upon no better did their Brethren, the 
Scots, invite him before, to have an infignifi- 
cant Tool of a King, aCypher of a King to 
walk in their Leading. rin s. To reftore 
themfelves, not him, to Dominion, was 
their Aim. They groaned under the Op- 
preffion of other Seétaries, after havi 
been themfelves the greateft Oppreffors o 
Mankind, nor had they any other Meang 
of arriving at Deliverance, (or Revenge 
rather) but by recovering royal Power 
under a nominal King. This General 
Monk well knew, who was privy to their 
Intrigues, and hence arofe all thofe Dif- 
ficulties that incwmbered him in the Pro« 
fecution of his own Scheme. He was 
under a Neceflity of making ufe of their 
Difcontent, and could neither entirely 
truft, nor throw them off: But that the 
Monarchy was reftored free and indepene 
dant, the Church re-eftablifhed pure and 
undefiled, proceeded from his Virtue and 
good Conduct ; no Thanks to the Presby- 
terians. 

Nor was K. Cha. fcarce warm in his 
Throne betore they broke out into a new 
Rebellion, 2nd continued inceflant Dife 
turbers of his whole Reign; fometimes 
with fham Plots, and fomerimes with real 
ones.

It was likewife obferved by the fame 
learned Lord, that they were hardly ufed, 
fined, banifh’d, and imprifoned ; be it fo, 
but it was not upon a religious Account ;

State Crimes; but what was there more 
in that than the prefent Cafe of the Non- 
jurors? 

The Clemency of that Reign, even to

Nothing but a mo- 
rofe, haughty Deportment, fevere Cone 
traditions, or fuilen Evafions ; . they 


would not enter our Churches, as Brethren 
and Fellow Chriftians, but as Conquerors 
and Plunderers; they have ne Grace but 
what is founded in Dominion. Their Be- p 
haviour in the fubfequent Reign of K, Ja. 
is frefh in every one’s Memory; that un- 


happy Prince was undone by giving At- 
tention to their Addrefles, and depending 
upon their Promifes. 

Ie was faid, + they have been not only 
quiet fince, but have appeared zea- 


lous for the prefent Eftablithment; and E 


no Wonder, tor who but themfelves, or 
their Favourites, have been thought wor- 
thy to be couatenanced ? 

A noble Lord, enquiring into the Rea- 
fon of the prefent Difcontent (for fuch I 
find it is agreed to be on all Hands) has 


been pleated to impute it to Mifcondud p 


in the Adminiftration ; a little odd, I con- 
fefs, fince it was aniwered, that at rhe 
fame Time when this Difcontent moit 
flam’d, his Lordfhip was at the Head of 
the Adminiftration.

let then the Aggrefiors anfwer for the 
Violence that enfued. But the acting 
all this not only with Impunity, but 
with a Reward out of the _publick 
Treafury, was more than a fufficienc 
Ground for Jéaloufy. 

A noble Duke-feems with fome warmth 
to have taken Offence, that the Reman 
Catholicks and Diffenters have been men- 
tioned in the Debate upon the fame Le- 
vel, whereas the Religion of the former 
is High Treafon: But I never yet under.

imen, extraordinary as it was, 
had many Advantages ; for it preferved his 
Heaith,an Advantage which very few fufh- 
ciently regard ; it gave him an Authority 
to preach Diet an 
tients ; and it made him rich without the 
Affiftance of Fortune; rich, not for him. 
felf, but for the Poor, who were the only 
Perfons benefited by that artificial Afflu- 
ence, which, of all others, is moft dif. 
ficult to acquire. It is ecafy to imagine 
that while he pradtifed in the midf 
ris the fevere Temperance a Her- 
mit, Paris differed no otherwife with re- 

ard to him, from a Hermitage, than as 
it {pplied him with Books, and the Con- 
verfation of learned Men. 

In 1662 he was admitted Door of 
Phyfic. About that time Dr Fagon, Dr 
Longuet, and Dr Gelois, all eminent for 
their Skill in Botany, were employed in 
drawing up a Catalogue of the Plants in 
the Royal Garden, which was publifh’d in 
1665, under the Name of Dr Vallot, then 
firft Phyfician ; during the Profecution of 
this Work, Dr Morin was often confulted, 
and from thofe Converfations it was that 
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This 


him, which he always continued to re- 
tain. 

After having praétifed Phyfic fome 
years, he was admitted Expedfaut at the 
Hotel Diex, where he was regularly to 
have been made Penfienary Phyfician upon 
the firft Vacancy; but mere unaffiited 
Merit advances flowly, if, what is not very 
common, it advances at all. Morin had no 
Acquaintance with the Arts neceflary to 
carry on Schemes of Preferment ; the Mo- 
deration of his Delires preferved him trom 
the Neceffiry of ftudying them, and ‘the 


Privacy of his Life debar’d him from any’ F fi 


Opportunity. 

At laft, however, Juftice was done him 
in fpite of Artifice and Partiality; but his 
Advancement added nothing to his Condi- 
tion, except the Power of more extenfive 
Charity ; for all the Money which he :e- 
ceived as a Salary, he put into the Cheft 


of the Hofpital, always, as he imagined, g 


without being obferved. Not content 
with ferving the Poor for nothing, he 
aid them for being ferv’d. 

His Repuration rofe fo high in Paris, 
that Madamoifelle de Guife was defirous to 
make him her Phyfician, but it was not 
without difficulty that he was prevailed 
upon by his Friend, Dr Dodart, to accept 
the Place.

into that Aflembly the Man that was 
to fucceed him in his Place of Pea 
fomary. 
Dr Morin was not one who had upon his 
Hands the Labour of adapting himéfelf to 
the Duties of his Condition, but always 
found himfelf naturaliy adapted to them. 
He had, therefore, no Difficulty in being 
conftant at the Affemblies of the Academy, 
notwithftarding the Diftance of Places, 
while he had Strength enough to fupport 
the journey. But his Regimen was not ¢& 
qually effectual to produce Vigour as to 
prevent Diftempers; and being 64Years old 
at his Admiffion, he could not continue his 
Affiduity more than a Year after the 
Death of Dedart, whom he fucceeded in 
1707. 

When Mr Tournefort went to purfue his 
Botanical Enquiries in the Levant, he dee 
fired Dr Morin to fapply his Place of Dee 
monfirator of the Plants in the Royal Gare 
aen, and rewarded him for the Trouble, 
by infcribing to him a new Plant which

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he brought from the Eaft, by the Name 
of Morina Orientalis, as he named others 
the Dodarte, the Fagonne, the Bignonne, 
the Phelipee. Thete are Compliments 
proper to be made by the Botanifts, 
not only to thofe of ther own Rank, A 
but to the greateft Perfons; for a Plant 
is a Monument of a more durable Na- 
turethan a Medal or an Obelisk ; and yer, 
as a Proofthat even thefe Vehicles are 
not always{ufficient: to tranfmit to Futu- 
rity the Name conjoined with them, the 
Nicetiana is now {fcarcely known by any 
other Term than that of Zobacco. B 
Dr Moria advancing far in Age, was 
now forced #0 take a Servant, and what 
was yet a moré eflential Alteration, pre- 
vailed upon hrmfelf to take an Ounce of 
Wine a Day, @ he meafured with the fame 
Exa@tnefs as a Medicine bordering up:n 
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mer between five and fix, and in the Win- 
ter between fix and feven, hearing Mats 
for the moft part at Netre Dame. After 
his Return he read the Holy Scripture, 
dined at eleven, and when it was fair 
Wearher walked till two in the Royal 
Garden, where he examined the new 
Plants, and _ gratified his earlieft and 
ftrongeft Paflion. For the remaining Part 
of the Day, if he had no Poor to vifit, 
he fhut himfelf up, and read Books of 
Literature or Phyfic, but chiefly Phyfic, 
as the Duty of his Profeffion required. 
This likewife was the time he received 
Vifirs, if any were paidhim. He often 
ufed this Expreffion, Thofe that come to fee 
me do me Honvur, and thofe that flay away 
do mea Favour. It is eafy to conceive 
that a Man of this Temper was not croud- 
ed with Salutations: There was only now 


Poifon. He quitted at the fame time all C and rhen an Antony that would pay Paul 


his Practice in the City, and confined it to 
the Poor of his Neighbourhood, and his 
Vifits ac the Hotel Diew ; but his Weak- 
nefs encreafing, he was forced to ene 
creafe his Quantity of Wine, which yer 
he always continued to adjuft by Weight.* 

At 78 his Legs could carry him no 
longer, and he fcarcely left his Bed, but 
his Intelle&ts continued unimpaired, ex- 
cept in the laft tix Months of his Life. 
He expired, or to ufe a more proper 
Term, went out, on the firft of March 
1714, at the Age of 80 Years, without 
any Diftemper, and merely for want of 
Strength, having enjoyed by the Benefit 
of his Regimen, a long and healthy Life, 
and a gentle and eafy Death. 

This extraordinary Regimen was but 
part of the daily Regulation of his Life, 
of which all che Orhces were carried on 
with a Regularity and Exactnefs nearly 
approaching to that of the planetary Mo- 
tions. 

He went to Bed at feven and rofe at 
two throughout the Years He fpent in 
the Morning three Hours at his Devotions, 
and went to the Hotel Dieu in the Sum-

There is likewife a Journal of the Wea- 
ther, kept without Interruption, for more 
than forty Years, in which he has accue 
rately fec down thé State of the Barome- 
ter and Thermometer, the Drynefs and 
Moifture of the Air, the Variations of the 
Wind in the Courfe of the Day, the Rain, 
the Thunders, and even the fudden 
Storms, in a very commodious and con- 
cife Method, which exhibits, in a little 
Room, a great Train of different Obfer- 
vations. What Numbers of fuch Re- 
marks had efcaped a Man lefs uniform in 
his Life, and whofe Attention had been 
extended to common Objeéts ? 

All the Eftate which he left is a Cole 
l-€tion of Medals, another of Herbs, and 
a Library rated at two thoufand Crowns. 
Which make it evident that he {pent much 
more upon his Mind than upon his Body.

isso) HE oth of April, about 4 


4 0’ Clock in the Morne 
ing, a Body of Men, 
confifting of s00 Gre- 
nadiers, fupported by 
1000 Ewropean Marines 
Vas) ‘ )xt and Famaican Scldiers, 
march’d towards the Enemy’s Lines be- 
fore Fort St Lazar; and were followed at 
aconfiderable Diftance by a large Body of 
Americans, loaden with Wool-packs, Scal- 
ing Ladders, and Hand Grenadcs. The 
Enemy, who had entrench’d themfelves 
Breaft high under the Walls of the Fort, 
obferving their Motions, fired upon them 
with great Fury, as foon as they came 
within Reach of their Small Arms, which 


f was returned by our brave Grenadiers 


with equal Smartnefs; but as the Spani- 
ards had the Advantage of Cover, it was 
impoffible for us to annoy them equally ; 
and therefore it was refolved to puth fur- 
wards upto the Mouths of their Pieces 
and ftorm’ their Intrenchments, in doing 
which we fuffer’d extremely. A Defer- 
ter, who had undertaken to conduct our 
Forces had the Misfortune to be fulpected, 
by thofe who were in the Van, and con- 
fequently his Advice was entirely difte- 
garded.

Great Numbers were facri- 
ficed before the Retreat was beat, and 
then, as we could only return ty the 
Way we came in, it was a confiderable

The Americans finding they were knock’d 
down without any Arms to defend them- 
felves, threw down their Ladders, @vé. 
and retired to their Camp. Three only 
were brought up to the Trenches, upon 
which about ten of our Grenadiers and a 
Serjeant mounted the Walls cf the Fort ; 
but being unfupported, were immedi+ 
ately cut to Pieces, except the Serjeant 
who faved himfelf by jumping down, a- 
gain.—Fort St Lazar is a {trong Caftle of 
about 30 Guns, the Walls buile of hewn 
Stone 40 Feet high, ficuated on the Sume 
mit of a Hill, and eviron’d with Trenches 
and Faicine Batteries. ‘There is another 
Hill near it, where our Guns might have 
been placed, bur our Soldiers dug no 
Trenches, nor madé afy regular Aps 
proaches. This il]l-concerted and ill-cone 
dugted Affair was ftrongly oppofed by 
Brig. Blakeney and Col Wolfe. However 
oe have fuffered an irreparable 
ofs.

Defence, did not make the leaft Motion, 
tho’ we did not exceed 3000 fighting Men. 
| In the mean while the Chinefe without 
) continued their Havock with Fire 
and Sword, and having made fome fruit- 
lefs Attempts upon two of the Gares, re- 
tired from the Suburbs:in the Mourning. 

It was then refdtved in Council, that 
we could never be fafe while fo many 
Chinefe remained in the City, and -Or- 
ders were iflued for putting them all to 
the Sword, except Women and Children. 
At 5 the Maflacre began, and lafted till 
Night. So great was the Slaughter chat 
the dead Bodies lay in Megs, oom the G 
Streets ran with Bloed. ides the 
Chinefe ‘finding they muft die, fet fire 
to their Quarcers, which make above 
half the City, and were burnt to Athes, 
fome thoufands perifhing in the Flames.
